Cougars

LAS  CRUCES-New  Mexico 
State,  bothered  by  a tight  BYU 
defense,  exploded  in  the  second 
half  to  bury  BYU  74-62  Saturday. 
Sharpshooting  by  guard  Jimmy 
Collins  and  tenacious  rebounding 
by  Sam  Lacey  and  Jeff  Smith 
spurred  the  Aggies  to  their  second 
victory  in  as  many  tries  this  year 
over  the  Cougars. 

For  a while  it  looked  like  BYU’s 
zone  trap  defense  would  provide 
an  upset  for  the  WAC 
co-champions.  However  36.2  per 
cent  field  goal  percentage  and 
only  35  rebounds  as  compared  to 
New  Mexico’s  61  spelled  the 
difference. 

Poor  shooting  by  the  Cougars 
gave  the  Aggies  an  early  lead 
which  they  kept  for  over  five 
minutes  of  the  first  half.  BYU 
caught  up  due  to  fine  defensive 
play  by  guards  Lynn  Parsons  and 
Doug  Howard.

Of  the  proposed  amendments 
offered  to.  the  student  body 
Friday,  majorities  out  of  750 
voters  passed  all  but  Amendment 
VI  (an  omnibus  proposal 
redefining  eligibility  and  providing 
that  the  ASBYU  presidential 
candidates  run  with  executive  vice 
presidential  candidates  on  a joint 
ticket). 

Amendment  I passed  by  a 
majority  of  406  “for,”  338 
“against.”  It  limits  the  Executive 
Council  to  the  ASBYU  president 
and  vice  presidents  and  allows  the 
Council  to  assign  additional  duties 
to  members  of  the  Council. 

Receiving  a large  majority  of 
‘‘yea”  votes  (456-1  09), 
Amendment  II  redefines  the 
duties  of  the  vice  president  of 
student  relations.  From  now  on 
this  ASBYU  office  will  be 
responsible  for  disseminating 
information  to  the  student  body 
and  compiling  student  opinion  for 
presentation  to  the  ASBYU 
officers. 

With  a squeaky  391-356 
majority  vote.  Amendment  III 
creates  a vice  president  of 
organizations. 

The  amendment  most  closely 
contested  was  Amendment  IV 
which  passed  with  a 370-359  vote. 
Under  Amendment  IV  a vice 
president  of, women’s  activities 
has  been  created.
